AS CHICAGO MAYOR 


Incumbent Wins by Over- 
whelming Majority; 
Wisconsin Votes.

Chicago democrats gained an un- 
precedented victory in the mayorally 
election yesterday (Tuesday) naming 
Edward J. Kelly by the largest vote 
ever given a candidate for mayor in 
the nation’s second city. 

He received 798,150 of 1,077,829 
votes cast while his republican op- 
ponent, Emil C. Wetten, obtained only 
166.571 and Newton Jenkins, inde- 
pendent third party candidate, trailed 
87,726. 

City democrats, more than gratified, 
had sought a large vote to fortify &a 
bid for the * wider recognition from 
the party’s national chiefs, claiming 
that Washington had frequently over- 
looked local partisans in patronage. 

In Wisconsin late returns in an 
election to choose two state senators 
showed the new progressive party 
which. was sent into office last fall 
under leadership of Governor Philip 
La Follette was adding strength. *Pro- 
gressive candidates were leading by 
substantial majorities, 

In Zion City, Ill, Wilbur Glenn 
Voliva, for 23 years political dictator 
of the religious colony, went down in 
defeat and his mundane domination 
ended.

Screw Worm Campaign 


Launched by U. S. Here 


Dr. W..E. Dove, of Savannah, Named Regional 
Director With Headquarters in Atlanta. 
Federal Men To Make Tour of State. 


By SYDNEY ROBERTS, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

Selection of Atlanta as _ regional 
headquarters and naming of Dr. W. 
E. Dove, of Savannah, as regional di- 
rector, was announced here Tuesday 
night as the federal government ini- 
tiated its campaign to control the 
screw worm in eight southern states. 

Dr. F. C. Bishopp, of Washington, 
chief of the division of insects affett- 
ing man and animals, of the Bureau 
of Entomology, said under the agri- 
culture bill which is due to pass 
shortly, $480,000 has been allocated 
for screw worm relief and research in 
the affected area from South Carolina 
to east Texas. 

Site of the Georgia headquarters of 
the control program has not been se- 
lected, Dr. Bishopp said. 

He.and other federal entomologists 
are slated to leave this morning for 
Athens and other Georgia points to 
confer with state officials on the 
ravages of the screw worm, a live- 
stock pest, in Georgia. 

Dove in Complete Charge. 

Dr. Dove will be in complete charg; 
of the program. of control and research 
for the eight states, Dr. Bishopp said. 

L. A. Strong, chief of the burea’l 
of entomology and plant quarantine, 
accompanied Dr. Bishopp and other 
federal officials here, and after con- 
ferences during the day with Gorer- 
nor Talmadge, Tom Linder, commis- 
sioner of agriculture, and Manning 
S. Yeoman’s, state entomologist, left 
for Texas. 

The projected program of control. of 
the insect pest, which has not only 
affected livestock but in a few

Pledge Full Co-operation. 

Preparing to depart today on a tour 
of Georgia cities wherein state and 
eollege officials already have gathered 
extensive data on the screw worm, 
Dr. Bishopp asserted: 

“We desire to co-operate fully with 
all state and federal agencies in the 
work.’ 

He made it clear that the steps ini- 
tiated here Tuesday were in anticipa- 
tion of the $480,000 allocated in the 
agriculture bill being made available 
within a few days. 

The objective of the research work. 
he said, will be ta “find better and 
cheaper control methods,” 

The serew worm . invades open 
wounds in livestock of all types and 
rapidly damages the animal if not 
checked, Present control measures in- 
clude applications of oil to fresh 
wounds to keep the pests from getting 
beneath ihe animal's skin. 

The federal entomologists expect ‘to 
visit Athens, Griffin. Tifton, Moul- 
trie and then to drop down into Flor- 
ida at Tallahassee before coming back 
into Georgia to make stops at Valdos- 
ta and Savannah. Dr. Bishopp said 
the trip’ would take about a week.

Both Parties Hold Secret 
Meetings but Fail to 
Reach Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—(P)— 
Advance signs of a bitter house battle 


next week over the social secugity bill 
appeared tonight after both democrats 
and republicians, in separate meetings, 
failed to agree on strategy plans con- 
cerning it. 

The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today reached an agreement on 
the final form of the measure and 
plans were made to open hor 
bate next week. Immediately after this 
word was spread through the house 
corridors republicians were called inte 
conference to determine their voting 
attitude. After a two-hour session, 
however, no agreement was reached 
and further consideration was defer- 
red until Thursday. 

Democrat leaders, in a secret meet- 
ing of their own, had no better luck. 
They, too. talked for two hours about 
whether to bring the bill up under a 
“gag rule” forbidding amendments. 
And they, also, postponed until Friday 
a decision on that problem. 

Meanwhile, however, a special sur- 
vey will be made tv determine whether 
the house would accept a “gag rule.” 
The survey will be conducted through 
the elaborate “whips” system set up 
by Representative Boland. and before 
a final decision is reached democratic 
chiefs will talk to republician leaders. 

The republicans, who hoped to adopt 
a fairly unanimous attitude toward 
the bill, found opinion in their party 
highly divided. They cenceded that as a 
party they could not vote against final 
passage of the measure because a ma- 
jority of their members favored at 
least one provision and_ therefore 
would feel they had to vote for the 
others.

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Nye Committee Would 
Relieve Future Gener- 
ations of War Cost. 


WASHINGTON, April | 2.—(UP) 
The senate munitions committee com- 
pleted tonight the drafting of a bill 
which would force the nation, through 
high taxes and conscription of indus- 
try, to pay for a war while it is be- 
ing fought instead of throwing the 
debt burden on future generations. 

The measure will be introduced in 
the senate some time this month. 

Copies of the bill were accompanied 
by a blunt statement from the com- 
mittee that the bill: 

“Starts with a declared intention of 
congress that no person shall profit 
in any manner from the conduct of a 
war, and proceeds to make that in- 
tent effective by the prevention of in- 
flation by industrial mobilization and 
by high taxes to supplement price fix- 
ing.’ 

Under this bill it would be possible 
the government to conscript the 
rd of directors of a vast corpora- 

tion and pay them salaries not ex- 
ceeding that of a major general 
(about $8,000) annually.) 

The government would have no 
cfloice in the internal management of 
the corporation, but would have the 
authority to transfer all the directors 
to combat divisions or even to court 
martial them if necessity demanded it. 

Under the “pay-as-you-fight” policy 
income taxes would become higher in 
event of war. The exemption granted 
to married persons would be reduced 
from $2,500 to $1,000: for single per- 
sons from $1,000 to $500; the ex- 
emption for each child would be cut 
from $400 to $100. 

“The bill is drastic because war is 
drastic,” the committee's statement 
said.

State Institutions Show 
Business Improvement, 
Report Shows. 


Showing a _ $21,000,000 increase in 
state bank deposits last year over the 
year previous, R. E. Gormley, state 
banking superintendent, Tuesday said 
this and ocher’ ‘improvements reflected 
a “satisfactory position” in these Geor- 
gia institutions. 

Last year deposits in state banks, 
as of December 31. 1934. amounted to 
approximately $99.000,000, as eom- 
pared to the total of about $78.000,000 
on deposit at the close of 1933.

The negroes are two of nine in- 
ted on ebarges of attacking two 
‘White women—Mrs. Victoria Price 
and Ruby Bates—aboard a freight 
train in Jackson county on March 
25, 1931, and’ were convicted with 
‘the death penalty in Morgan county 
in December, 1 
- Lieutenant Governor Thomas UE. 
Knight Jr., retained by the state to 
prosecute the cases, and Solicitor H. 
G. Bailey, who directed the grand 
jury investigation returning the origi- 
nal indictments, today reiterated plans 
to seek new indittments and brifig the 
negroes to trial. 

“I do not know what effect the 
opinion will have,” said Solicitor Bai- 
Jey at Guntersville where he is con- 
ducting a regular’ session of the Mar- 
shall county grand jury, “but some- 
thing will have to be done.” 


NO LAWS IN SOUTH 
: BAR NEGROES FROM JURIES 
By W. ¥. CALDWELL, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

There are no laws in southern states 
barring negroes from jury duty, al- 
“though by custom comparatively few 
actually have been called, 

“This was emphasized today by of- 
ficials of several states in noting the 
United States Supreme Court decision 
reversing the Scottsboro (Ala.) cases 
on the ground that negroes were syé- 
tematically excluded from jury duty. 

Commenting on this matter Attor- 
‘ney-General William McGraw, of Tex- 
as, said at Austin: 

“Texas statutes and the conduct of 
criminal trials are in conformity with 
the decision of the Supreme Court. 
Generally when (negroes are) drawn 
for. service a suitable excuse is pre- 
sented and always accepted. ‘Texans 
have demonstrated perfect ability to 
properly control the negro question 
within the constitution.” 

Attorney-General A, A. F. Seawell, 
of North Carolina, said the decision 
“vives us pause for thought. It may 
mean more appeal attempts to the 
United States court from verdicts of 
our court. The effect 
cannot be predicted at this time.” 

From Assistant State Attorney- 
General W. F.-Barry Jr., of Tennes- 
see, came the prediction that “I donut 
think that decision will have any in- 
fluence whatever in the south except 
probably on a re-trial of those cases.’ 

Negroes are eligible for jury serv- 
ice in Arkansas if they hold a poll 
tax receipt which is a necessary quali- 
fication for an elector. Assistant At- 
torney-General Thomas Fitzhugh, of 
that state, said: 

“It just happens that no jury 
commission selects negroes for jury 
duty. It may be just a coincidence.” 

Attorney-General Cary D. Landis 
said the Scottsboro decision will have 
no effect on judicial procedure’ in 
Florida. Calling attention to.the fact 
that there. is no law in Florida to 
prevent negroes from serving on juries 
and that jury lists are made up from 
qualified voters, the attorney-general 
continued : 

“Negroes are allowed to register to 
vote. They then become eligible to 
vote and are qualified for jury duty. 
Negroes have served on state court 
juries in Florida but not in recent 
years.” 

The office of the Mississippi attor- 
ney-general painted to the records of 
that state supreme court having set 
aside a conviction of a negro sen- 
tenced to hang for kiNing a white 
man when the district attorney ad- 
mitted that negroes had been exclud- 
ed from jury duty because of race and 
color. The court held that was suf- 
ficient to quash the indictment. 

Jury commissioners in Alabama se- 
lect the prespective veniremen and 
place their names in a box from which 
they are drawn by the presiding judge 
in open court. The commissioners are 
the sole judges of the qualification 
of jurors. 

Attorney-General John M. Daniel, 
of South Carolina, said negroes “sit 
on some juries in some counties.” 

In Atlanta a few months ago a judge 
denied a motion to quash an indict- 
ment against a negro on the ground 
that negroes were excluded from jury

Justices Question Attorneys 
On Farm Moratorium Act 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—(#/)— 
The black-robed justices of the su- 
preme court today bombarded attor- 
neys who defended the New Deal’s 
Frazier-Lemke mortgage moratorium 
bill with critical questions and one of 
the lawyers was sternly rebuked by 
Justice McReynolds. 

McReynolds is a conservative but 
liberals on the bench, joined in the 
some observers, 
which, to some observers, seemed to 
indicate considerable discussion among 
themselves would be forthcoming be- 
fore they decide on the constitution- 
ality of the law. 

Justice Brandeis, who has opposed 
McReynolds on fundamental issues 
many times in the past, said it seemed 
that under the Frazier-Lemke meas- 
ure both “the‘ property and the debt 
is taken away from the creditor.” 

The mortgage bill. passed for the 
relief of farmers. gives them among 
other things, a five-year moratorium 
in case they can not arrive at a sat- 
isfactory agreement for debt redut- 
tion with their creditors. 

McReynolds, who declared in his re- 


cent dissent in the gold cases that the 
“constitution is gone,” at one point 
interrupted sharply while Edwin A. 
Krauthoff, Chicago and Washington 
attorney, was arguing for-the law. 

The lawyer assailed the joint stock 
land bank law, which he said, was 
“ably defended” by Chief Justice 
Hughes in private practice. He added 
that the banking system was a ‘fa- 
vorite child of the law” and a “de- 
vice to enable men with capital, to 
lend money to farmers without pay- 
ing an income tax,” 

Krauthoff continued with the as- 
sertion that such banks had “pressed 
loans” upon farmers and then “op- 
pressed” them for collection during 
the depression. 

His face even ruddier than usual, 
Justice McReynolds interrupted: 

“Why do you address an argument 
like that to this court? It seems to 
me that you address an argument 
which this court could not consider 
with any self-respect.” 

Krauthoff apologized, but insisted 
he felt the court should consider the 
question of “whether bankers shall be

allowed to dispossess farmers and 
make them peasants and tenants.” 


Earlier several justices, Brandeis, 
Sutherland, Roberts, Stone and Me- 
Reynolds pressed Harry H. Peterson, 
Minnesota's attorney-general, for a 
legal precedent for a Frazier-Lemke 
provision preventing mortgage hold- 
ers from taking over property secur- 
ing the indebtedness. 

The section under fire permits 4a 
farmer by going into bankruptcy, to 
retain possession of mortgaged land 
during the five-year moratorium by 
payment of a small rental. He also 
may clear. his indebtedness at any 
time in that period by paying a “reas- 
onable and just” sum fixed by ap- 
praisers.

“A statute which says a farmer 
only has to pay half his debt isn’t a 
bankruptcy statute, is it?” asked 
Sutherland.

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., April 2. 
-Lhe use of insulin as a stimu- 
lant to the appetite, particularly for 
underweight children, was recom- 
mended to the California Medical As- 
sociation today by Dr. E. Kost 
Bbelton. 
he famed hormone, developed orig- 
inally for the treatment of diabetes, 
also has proven valuable, Dr. Shelton 
reported, in combating a wide range 
of human ailments. 

“From the intelligent application of 
insulin,” he stated, “benefit can be 
secured for . persons suffering from 
tuberculosis, mental difficulties, nar- 
cotic addiction, the various types of 
anemia and kidney and other dis- 
orders.’ ~ 

In the treatment of underweight 
persons, Dr. Shelton said, insulin pro- 
ducés an increased appetite. 

The weight gain in most cases, the 
physician added, is slow and approx- 
imately 50 per cent of adults relapsed 
to théir former weight level after the 
treatment stopped.

House conferees are demanding not 
only elimination or sharp modifica- 
tion of the direct labor amendment 
but also the ousting of the senate pro- 
vision requiring senate confirmation 
of new relief officials appointed by 
the president. In addition, Buchanan 
said he wanted the language on con- 
yrange of public building broaden- 

in order to assure such projects for 
relief work. 

Representatives Tabor and Bacon, 
New York republican house conferees, 
said the fight “is a row between dem- 
ocrats and we haven’t had a chance 
to say anything or offer any com- 
promise.” Both said they had pro- 
posals for compromises to submit. 

Secretary Ickes, who started the 
fight on the labor amendment, on the 
ground that it would wreck the grant 
and loan program, was in. the senate 
corridors when the conference broke 
up. He said he was unaware of the 
developments. 

Roosevelt Backs Ickes. 

Ickes told newspapermen earlier 
that President Roosevelt personally 
had replied to his Saturday night ap- 
peal for support against the direct 
labor payment amendment. The chief 
executive is understood to have in- 
formed Ickes that while he was op- 
posed to the amendment, he thought 
it best that the manner of eliminating 
it be left up to congress. 

The amendment, said the PWA 
chief, would require the setting up 
of “an entirely new formula, and 
‘would mean unnecessary  handicap- 
' ping.” He contended also that Glass 
was laboring under a “misapprehen- 
| sion,” 
| “I think there’s a perfectly legiti- 
mate difference of opinion,” he con- 
| tinued. “I have the highest respect not 
only for his ability but his intellec- 
tual integrity.” 

Ickes said there were a ‘great 
many divisions” planned in the new 
relief setup and declined to say how 
soon the program would get under 
way after final passage of the bill. 

In the house, Representative Con- 
nery, democrat, Massachusetts, méan- 
while attacked Republican Leader 
|Snell, of New York, who yesterday 
‘said the president was more interest- 
ed in his fishing trip than in the $4,- 
880,000,000 relief bill. 

Dole Funds Dwindle. 

“T say that we are happy and glad 
that the president has such good sense 
as to keep himself fit so that when he 
iis re-elected next year he will be able 
| to give the country and the people the 
|same good service he is now giving 
them,”’ Connery said. 

The public works methoé of at- 
tempting to relieve unemployment, 
however, was criticized by Represen- 
tative Gray. who said it had been tried 
in Australia, Sweden, France, Eng- 
land and Ireland and “wherever tried 
out proved a failure.” 

It proved a failure in the Hoover 
administration, he said, and in the 
first two years of the Roosevelt 
regime.

This 
would last only two days at the pres- 
ent rate of expenditure. Nor would re- 
lief officials enlarge on indications 
given yesterday, that, since only $4,- 
000,000 remained of their funds, gen- 
eral April relief grants might be with- 
held pending passage of the relief bill.

‘NATIONAL GOLF CLUB, AUGUSTA, Ga.,° April 2.— 
There was Gene Sarazen standing over there, brown as the 
chocolate soldier from tropic suns,.and so I went over and said, 
“How are you, and what are you trying to do, ruin things” And 
he said, “I am afraid I am scoring too early.” And grinned. 

It is no secret at all that Gene Sarazen has played four prac- 
tice rounds over the course here in preparation for the Augusta 
National Masters’ tournament, which begins Thursday. . And 
that on those.four rounds he had a mere 271, or just 13 strokes 
under the 284 which Horton Smith scored to win the tourna- 
ment last year. + 

When Bobby Jones was in there in regular competition he 
used to fire four such rounds at the boys in practice and when 
he was done with it and the tournament began, the boys would 
be as jittery as your college alumni association on the morning 
after. They would be wide open for the punch and the Jones 


’ boy would deliver it and all would be over. 


So I asked Gene Sarazen if he were trying to toss 
out enough warnings to run the boys to cover and he 
said: | 
“You can’t run anyone to cover any more because this gang 

doesn’t know what is to run. You take me. When I was a 
young fellow coming along | used to say, ‘Hello, Mr. Hagen, 
or ‘Hello, Mr. Barnes,’ and act very polite indeed. But not these 
kids today. They look at the veterans and they say, ‘Phooey 
on those old so-and-sos.’ And they elbow us out of the way 
and go on,”’ 

While I was reflecting that no one yet has elbowed 
Gene Sarazen out of the way, he was looking over the 
course, that beautiful undulating sea of green with the 
trees beyond and a soft sky above. 

“| ook at ’em,” he said, pointing to the players who were 
busy practicing on the putting greens and moving along the 
various fairways, 

“You know what I call them? I call them the P. A. 
Gypsies. They aren’t the P. G. A. any more. They 
are the Professional Association of Gypsies. They play 
all year and they play every day. I thought maybe when 
they got a little rest in your tournament over at At- 

Janta they might run up to Charlotte and play a tour- 
nament that afternoon. And they play good golf. And 
they are sort of like the Chinese soldiers. They start — 
shooting and they don’t always know who is going to 
get hit, and they don’t ever care. They just shoot. 

They’ll be about as scared of my 271 as they would 

be of a miniature course champion.” 

But I don’t know. I talked with some of them and they 
were all talking about that well-known gadfly of the greens, 
Mr. Gene Sarazen. He has a stinger, has Gene Sarazen. And 
he can use it. If he keeps this edge he will win this tournament 
because he is sort of like the Chinese himself. 

He flies the black flag, does Gene Sarazen.: And 
he doesn’t give any. 

About this time Jock Hutcheson, a real veteran, came out 
and Sarazen moved off to join him. ‘We veterans stand to- 
gether,” he said. But I don’t know. He may be standing alone 
when next Sunday evening comes. 


- IT COMES AND GOES. 
Sarazen is genuinely puzzled about his game. It came back 
all of a sudden. He was playing very badly and has been for 


“I got some new equipment,” he said, “before com- 
ing here, and all of a sudden the game came back. Now, | 
I know it isn’t the new equipment. It’s something else. 
The game comes and it goes. I don’t know if it will 
last until the tournament or for one day or for two or 
for all of it. I wish I knew.” 

I suggested nine holes.for Wednesday, and then two hours 
of practice and some rest. 

“No,” he said, “I'll play it out. I never try to 
nurse my game or my luck. [I'll play another round to- 
morrow and play this out as long as it lasts.

WASHINGTON, April. 2.—(/)— 
France was warned by Secretary Hull 
today that unless it immediately 
pledges itself to drop major existing 
discriminations against | American 
‘goods it will be denied all tariff reduc- 
tions accruing from reciprocal trade 
agreements being negotiated with 13 
other countries. 

The state department announced, 
shortly after Hull’s sharp warning, 
that Czechoslovakia and the United 


States had signed a provisional trade 
agreement to adjust commercial rela- 
tions between the ‘two countries pend- 
ing negotiations of a more compre- 
hensive trade pact or treaty. It be- 
comes effective May 1.

avored-nation treatment in customs 
duties and equitable treatment in. ex- 
change and quota allotments.

Judge Whelchel, who represents the 
ninth congressional district, informed 
his colleagues that fields in Georgia 
that were once fertile are today ra- 


vines or, in many cases, mere waste 
lands. 


“Each year,” he said, “there has 
been. carried from acres of the north 
Georgia section many tons of fertile 
soil which were placed there by nature 
and the toil of men. This soil is wash- 
ed from the northern portion of the 
state and. acres left bare. The washed 
soil which is deposited in streams low- 
er down. in the state, is filling the 
beds of streams and eventually over- 
flows their banks, causing thousands 
of acres of fertile lowlands to become 
worthless swamps. In fact, these flood- 
ed lands are becoming untenable and 
worthless.”

Municipal Stores Barred. 

“Furthermore, the act does not per- 
mit any municipality to operate an 
exclusive liquor store. Any person, 
firm or association, to use the words 
of the act, who ean qualify before 
the State Revenue Commission, can, 
upon the payment'‘of the specified 
license, open a liquor store where 
liquor can be sold in unbroken pack- 
ages. The act specifically prohibits 
drinking from such packages on the 
premises where bought. Thus, if tae 
state votes to permit such counties 
as may in a later election decide to 
legalize liquor, and the city of At- 
lanta wants to open a liquor store, it 
ean do so, but it cannot prevent ‘any 
person, firm or association’ as above 
stated from doing’ likewise.
